in large workshops, narrows 
rather, 


than widens the view, it as in largre 
measur compensated for by tho fact 
that the hours of employment have

AIR I/AKES FOR TRAFFIC.

Iiitlooi-H—How to Tell 


When Soil Is Heady. 
Ithaca. April 12.—It is nevar too 


early to make such garden repara- 
tions as getting the tools ready and 
the spade sharpened up, but the ac- 
tual working of the soil should not 
be rushed too much, according to the 
gurdnera at the state agricultural col- 
lege here. 
Ground worked too early, 


it at all clayey, gets into hard, lumps 
which may bother ull summer. 


Experienced gardners know about 


when to begin, hut the specialists sug- 
gest a rough "rule o' thumb" which 
may interest amateurs. 
If a sticky 


ball forms when earth Is squeezed In 
the han'd and the pressure Is released, 
the ground is not yet ready to work. 
It, however, the lump falls to piecea 
when U is tapped lightly, nature is 
ready for gardners. Ground that has 
been plowed or spaded In the the fall

Indoor gardening, on the 
other 


hand, can bo started early.

locality the seeds of tomato plants 
are sown in the house early in April 
in order that the plants may be set out 
the last week In May. Dates of plant- 
Ing, however, vary greatly over the 
state.

SPRING TREE^PLANTING 


Suggestions Muilo by New York State 


College of Forestry. 


Spring Is the best time to plant for- 


est trees as soon as the front Is out ot 
he ground. Trees from two to four 
years old should be unpacked, the 
roots dipped In muddy water the con- 
sistency of soup, and heeled In near 
the place to be planted as soon as 
received from tho nurseries. 


"Heeling in" consists of digging a 


trench 10 inches deep and placing the 
roots therein, covering them 
with 


fresh earth which ia packed fimly and 
kept moist by watering dally. 
Trees 


may be le£t In the trench for a week 
or during the period of planting, bu 
should bo set in their permanent plac 
es as soon as possible. 


Two persons constitute a planting 


crew, one to make the holea with a 
mattock and the other to follow closely 
with the trees, which are carried in 
a pall. It Is advisable to have thro 
or four inches of soil and water Ir

It a circuit containing a coll of 


wlr« Is placed «o that lh« coil 1» 
in close proximity to a coil in a 
second circuit we may refer to the 
first coH as the "primary" and the 
second as the "secondary." If an 
eleetric current (lows in either 
circuit it will, of course, flow 
through the coil In the circuit An 
alternating electric current Is one 
which alternately increases and 
decreases In strength and re- 
verses its direction of flow. W« 
are just now principally inter- 
ested in the tact that the current 
strength does alternately increase 
and decrease. Suppose that such 
a current flows in the primary- 
coil. 
The magnetic field sur- 


rounding that coil increases and 
decreases w i t h t h e 
current 
strength. That is. It expands and 
contracts periodically with the 
increases and decreases. In ex- 
panding and contracting the mag- 
netic Afield cuts across the turns 
of wire in the secondary coil. Due 
to expansion and contraction, the 
field which surrounds the second- 
ary coll is constantly varying, 
and an electromotive force will be 
created in it by "electromagnetic 
induction." If the coil is in a 


"' closed circuit an electric, current 


will be forced to flow because of 
this electromotive force or pres- 
sure. The current in the second- 
ary coil and circuit is said to be 
"induced" by the alternating cur- 
rent flowing in the primary coil 
and circuit. 
If the number of 


turns of wire in the secondary 


coil i» greater than the number 
of turns in the primary coil, the 
voltage (electromotive force) in 
the secondary is greater than that 
in the primary, and we have what 
is known, aa a "step-up trans- 
former." Such transformers are 
in daily use in radio work, as well 
as electric power work. If the 
secondary turns are fewer than 
the primary turns, we have a 
"step-down transformer." and the 
secondary voltage 1* lower than 
the primary. 
' 
The Interesting thing is that, by 


electromagnetic induction, a cur- 
rent can be forced to flow In a 
secondary circuit Also, that if 
the source of power is an alter- 
nating current we can either step 
the voltage up or down at will by 
using a 
suitably 
constructed 


transformer. It qu'$s often hap- 
pens that an alternating current 
at 15,000 to 20.000 volts is desired 
in a radio circuit. A generator to 
furnish this high electromotive 
force would be impractical, so an 
alternating current is fed into the 
.primary of a transformer at, say, 
a pressure of 110 volts and pro- 
duces a pressure of the desired 
high voltage In the transformer 
secondary. 


In the case of an alternating 


current transformer it is quite 
customary to wind the primary 
around an iron core and to wind 
the secondary over the primary. 
An insulating tube or layer pf In- 
sulating material is used to sep- 
arate the primary from the sec- 
ondary winding.

FRAUDIRIUND IN PARIS 


Cunning Scheme Wc?ked, It ll 


Asserted", Mainly in the 


United States. 


The police of Paris have learned not 


to be surprised at anything, but it is 
not every day that they are called 
upon to investigate a case in which 
Chaldean priests figure, and this case. 
Involving false ecclesiastics from Low- 
er Mesopotamia, has ramifications In 
America. 


A man calling himself a Chaldea- 


priest called on the rector of the 
American church.ID Avenue George V. 
and 
asked for a subscription to 


help on the work of protecting perse- 
cuted Chaldean Christians. The rec- 
tor wished to be rather more certain 
of his visitor's identity, but when the 
latter showed him letters signed by 
eminent American clergymen his sus- 
picions were dispelled and he gave the 
man a subscription. 


A few <3nys afterward nn Individual 


who stated that he was a Catholic 
priest called on the rector and de- 
clared that the Chaldean wns obtain- 
ing money fraudulently. 
The matter 


was placed In the hands of the po- 
lice, who were not altogether satisfied 
with the statements of the self-styled 
Catholic priest, nnd when they arrest- 
ed the Chaldean they confronted the 
two men. 


An amusing scene followed, In the 


course of which it transpired that 
both men were Chaldeans and both 
had for years been engaged In a wide- 
spread fraud, then co-operation ending 
In one denouncing the other because 
he owed him some 2,000 francs. 


There were many other men, all ap- 


parently Syrians or Chaldeans, en- 
gaged in the scheme.* They worked In 
pairs, mainly In the United States, 


; und In order to gain the confidence 


of their victims they obtained letters 
from prominent clergymen on any sub- 
ject, afterward carefully erasing by a 
special process the whole of the letter 
except the sistmture. They then re- 
wrote the letters to suit .their own 
ends, and the authenticity of the rec- 
ommendations was seldom questioned, 
as it was obvious that the signatures 
were genuine.
